The main discussion upon this matter 
was upon the legality of action taken 
to rescind the by-law at a special meet- 
ing, one faction taking the ground that 
according to certain town by-laws this 
action would be illegal, in spite of the 
fact.that the by-law-does-not.-become 
operative until approved by. the su- 
preme court: and the other—faction 


claiming that the town hada right to |" 


rescind, in a special ‘meeting, caction 
taken at an annual meeting, especially 
in regard to this by-law which has not 
yet. been submitted to the supreme 
court for approval. The by-law met 
the approval of a few; some thought 
it good. in.the main, but two sweeping, 
others denounced it, in toto, as a most 
absurd regulation. John T. Mannifie!ld 
was the first speaker. He called the 
attention to Articles 23 and 24 of the 
town by-laws, which. he held, made it 
illegal to take any action on this mat- 
ter at a special town meeting. Frank 
Buckminster saw no reason why it was 
not legal to. rescind the vote of.thelast. 
town meeting, and made a motion to 
that effect. J. O. Parker seconded 
that motion. Frank Buckminster saw 
no reason why it was not legal to re- 
scind the vote of the last town meeting, 
and made a motion to that effect. J. O. 
Parker seconded that motion.. Mr: 
Mannifield movéd that the article be 
passed over, and spoke to some lengtn 
in favor of it, stating, incidentally that 
if it was rescinded. he had the author- 
ity to state for another citizen that 
probably the town would be involved 
in an action of law, in- case the action 
was illegal. James O. Parker thought 
the vote no more a by-law, before ap- 
proval, than a piece of waste paper. 
He wanted it rescinded that it might 
not go to the supreme court. He con- 
sidered the rule one most unjust. 
Joseph E. Buswell considered that 
there was a question of law involved, 
which it would be well to consider, and 
considered it a proper method of pro- 
cedure to vote to instruct the town 
clerk not to forward it to thé supreme 
court, thus rendering it non-effective 
until the next town meeting, - when a 
vote to rescind would be in order. 
Mr. Wilkinson accu “those hold- 
ing down office’ of underhand work in 
the attempt made to have this by-law 
rescinded, and spoke in favor of passing 


over the article. His insinuations 
brought forth the reply from Frank 
Buckminster that the office holders 


had had nothing to do with the petition 
for the town meeting. He considered 
the by-law unjust ‘to those holding 
office without compensation. He gave 
the names of signers of the petition at 
the request of Mr. Mannifield. Joseph 
Teale, J. Frank Craven and James H. 
Lyons spoke against rescinding the lat- 
ter saying that “it looked like a cow- 
ardly trick, especially when it seems 
that the railroad has given out tickets 
to voters to come here tonight. Judge 
William M. Rogers said that three 
years ago. he favored such a’ by-law. 
Now he opposed it. He challenged 
any one to show where a town officer 
had made misuse of the trust imposed 
on him, and on: this ground claimed 
that there was no need of such a by- 
law. He thought it pretty safe, legally 
considered, to vote to rescind. J. O. 
Parker also spoke at length on rescind- 
ing. The question Was called for. and 
the vote to pass over was lost. By a 
decisive vote the by-law was rescinded. 
THE RAILROAD QUESTION. 

Article 3, to see whether the town 
would rescind’ the vote passed at the 
annual meeting requesting the select- 
men to give the Hoston.& Northern 
Street Railway company leave to with- 
draw their petition for double tracks 
on Broadway was next considered. 
This matter called forth .the usual 
amount of discussion which at times 
became rather warm. Accusations 
were thrown out that the street rail- 
way company had been distributing 
free .passes to citizens to go to the 
town hall; and these accusations were 
in turn answered by John H. George 
who denied that the street railway 
company had done any such thing, 
claiming that interested citizens had 
bought the passes for distribution.

the hall, and considered this an attempt 
‘to purchase’ favors. “David Ackroyd 
favored a limited franchise, not ex- 
tending more than 25 years. Frank 
Wilkinson spoke of the passes used on 
the cars by citizens going to the hall 
and said that if the citizens could 
bought for two car rides he was glad 
there were sensible selectmen to guard 
the town’s interests. He said the 
power of the street railway companies 
had blocked the passage of the 3-cent 
fare bill and the municipal ownership 
bill in legislature, and stated that Rep-. 
resentative Joseph E. Buswell had not 
voted for these measures. This state- 
ment caused Mr. Bugwell to explain 
that he had not voted for the 3-cent 
fare bill because the man presenting it, 
Mr. Desmond, of Lawrence, had re- 
quested leave to withdraw it. and he 
voted against the other, because he was 
convinced that it was impracticable, 
Frank Buckminster considered it an 
insult for gentlemen to say that men 
would come to the hall to vote for a 
measure because they were given a 
free ride. He saw great meed for 
double _ tracks. German S. Phippen 
said some one slipped two tickets in his 
hand, as he came over. In response to 
a question of Mr. Georgehe said it was 
“his milkman.” He favored the double 
track. . John H. George then made a 
strong statement in favor of the elec- 
tric road. He said that the insinua- 
tions that the street railroad company 
had given out passes on, the road had 
no foundation. He stated that on first | 
class authority he could say that when 
the officials of the Boston & Northern 
street railway company were ap- 
proached, and asked to give free rides, 
they answered that they would not do 
so and that, for all they did. the citi- 
zens -would pay their own fare. He 
said that others were interested, and 
intimated that such interested persons 
had given out the free passes. Rev. 
Nathan Bailey thought it strange that 
the citizens of the town should go to 
the-expense of purchasing tickets to 
give away in a case like the present, 
and said he saw men giving them out 
in the Arlington district last might. He 
thought it looked like an attempt to 
influence votes. He said he favored 
double tracks under certain restric- 
tions, and thought the responsibility of 
the poor service in this town rested 
upon the selectmen. who had failed to 
insist upon the town’s rights in the 
matter. James O. Parker spoke at 
length in favor of double tracks. He 
thought the town’s interest demanded 
it. He thought the road would soon be 
bankrupt if it had to grant a 3-cent 
fare to working people. After consid- 
erable more discussion the matter was 
finally brought to an issue and the mo- 
tion to rescind carried by a rousing 
voice vote. A show of hands was de- 
manded and the result showed 160 in 
favor of rescinding, and 27 against. 


LEFT WITH SELECTMEN, 


The matter of what grant to make to 
the street railway company was then 
taken up, under Article 4. 

C. D. Holman moved.a set of regolu- 
tions to allow double tracks to be ex- 
tended to the northerly side of Osgood 
street when certain conditions had 
been met with, those referring to the 
3-cent fare, to working people, and 
5-cent fare from one point in Methuen 
to any other - point. Mr. -Ackroyd 
moved as an amendment that the fran- 
chise be granted for 35 years only. Mr, 


George pointed out that an original 
franchise was not asked for, and so 
this could not be done. He moved 


that the whole matter be referred to 
the board of selectmen. This last mo- 
tion was carried by a large vote. The 
meeting then adjourned,

tween one day and the next’ got off 
for a voyage to America. “before he 
was caught.”

Well edu- 
cated and of good character, he made

At its meeting Monday the commit- 
tee on accounts held-up a bill of $634 
presented by W. F. Rutter & Co., for 
work done at the poor farm. 

The committee does not dispute the 
bill itself, but the members of the com- 
mittee feel that the advisory board of 
the overseers of the poor who ordered 
the work done, had no authority to do 
so without conferring with the com- 
mitet on public property ‘and securing 
an-ordeér from the city council. 

There was a similar controversy last 
month but Mr. Rutter’s bij] was ap- 
proved with the understanding that no 
more work was to be ordered by the 
advisory board without submitting the 
matter “to “the ‘committee on ~ public 
property. 

When, therefore, the committee on 
accounts discovered the big bill this 
month they were surprised as well as 
displeased. The members say that In 
their opinion no committee of the over- 
seers of the poor has a right to contract 
such a bill on its own authority. ‘oe 
work was done on the addition to the 
almshousc which is a part of the city 
property coming under the direct super- 
sion of the public property department. 

The committee will confer with the 
advisory board and demand an expla- 
nation. 

The members of the committee on ac- 
counts are indignant over the matter. 
They say that there is too much of this 
kind of thing going on and that it must 
be stopped. |

Heavy Loss. 


A heavy loss by fre was sustained 
| Monday afternoon by the Hon. Guy 
W. Currter, former state senator. The 
fine large barn, adjoining his residence 
on_the-Haverhill..road,--was—practically 


Currier lost two fine horses, a donkey, 
seven carriages, about,50 tons of hay, 
and various other stock’and implements 
which were in the structure. It is es- 
timated that the loss will be between 
$5000 and $6000: For the greater part, 
it is covered by insurance. 

The origin of the fire is still as much 
a mystery as it was yesterday. It is 
being carefully investigated by Deputy 
Fire Marshal Casey of Haverhill, but 
it is probable that the cause will never 
be known. 

At the time of the fire; Mr. and Mrs, 
Currier were in Boston, having gone 
there. in the morning and the stable 
keeper, Ernest Terrien, was away from 
the premises. Mr. Terrien left after 2 
,o’clock’in the afternoon to go to the 
depot with his wife who was going 
away for a visit. About 3.30 o'clock, 
one of the maids had occasion to go 
into the barn and as she was about 
to enter, she noticed what she describes 
as a small fire in the hay. She hastily 
returned to the house for water, think- 
ing that she could extinguish the flames 
but by, the time that she reached the 
barn again she found that the fire had 
gained great headway. 

An alarm was quickly pulled in from 
box 57 of the Methuen fire signal sy8- 
tem, located near the Currier residence, 
and a telephone alarm was sent in to 
‘Engine 6's house of the Lawrence fire 
department. The apparatus from the 
latter“ was the first to reach the scene, 
but-the Methuen department arirved in 
due season, 

One of the first to reach the burning 
building was George C. Crosby. who 
was passing by at the time that thé 
alarm was given. He found it futile 
to attempt to enter the barn in an at- 
tempt to save the horses, so dense wa3 
the smoke. Running to the south side 
of the building, he smashed in the stall 


| Windows, intending to reach in and cut 


the halters, hoping that the horses 
might find their way out of the burn- 
ing building. He was at first repulsed 
by them Volume of smoke and _ then 
found it impossible to reach the hal- 
ters. The horses, he said, were kicking 
and frantic. They soon became quiet, 


| however, for it was not many minutes 


before they were suffocated by 
smoke. 


the 

The remains were afterwards 
unconsumed, -and the blankets 
were still an the carcasses. 

A stream from the reel hose at G. 8. 
trained on the 
building and it was not long afterwards 
that the. fire apparatus. and-men-ar- 
rived/from ‘Lawrence ‘and Methuen. 
The men worked with a will and very 
effectively, although the building was 
beyond. saving. By hard work, the, 
flames were kept from Mr. Currier’s 
residence, but had the wind been-from 
the_opposite--direetion,it—woutd have 
been impossible for the men to save the 
house. 

Before 5 o'clock the fire was under 
control, but it was necessary for men 
to-- work on the- smoldering remains 
late into the night, for all of the hay 
and other stuff had to be entirely over- 
hauled. An occasional small fire broke 
out in the ruins; but was quickly eXy 
tinguished. 

Deputy Fire Marshal Casey. of Ha- 
verhill who was in Methuen investigat-, 
ing the Pond fire, was on the Currier 
premises before the department was 
released. He began his investigation at 
once and put several persons through 
rigid examinations. He was unable. to 
give any information last. night and it. 
was’ said this morning that the origin 
of the fire will probably never be 
known. By some it is thought that it 
was the work of incendiaries, and by 
others it is thought that it was the 
result of carelessness on the part of 
someone. ......

At a meeting ofthe water board Mon- 
day the contract to supply pipe for 
the department was awarded to W. F. 
Rutter & Co., the bid being $27.70 a 
ton, About. 5000 feet of six inch pipe. 
and about 2000 feet of 8 inch pipe will 
be. required. The Builders Iron foun- 
dry of Rhode Island bid $28.80 for the 
six inch pipe and $28.30 for the eight 
inch pipe. The bid of the U. S. Cast 
Iron Pipe & Foundry company was 
$27.20. The board decided that the ac- 
ceptance of Mr. Rutter’s bid would not 
cost the department much fnore--and 
that it would be preferable under the 
circumstances to secure the pipe from 
a local dealer, 

The committee appointed to consider 
the matter of purchasing horses an- 
nounced that a report ‘would be made 
at the next meeting of the board on 
April 8, 

The board decided to call for bids for 
the construction of two dividing walls 
in the basin as soon as the estimates 
and measurements are returned by the 
state board of -health, which will un- 
doubtedly' approve the plan. The 


measurements were taken by City  En-- 


gineer ‘Marble today. Supt. Collins and 
the members of.the board agree that it 
would be a great improvement to the 
system to build the walls.- 

The board voted to call for bids for 
coal for the pumping station, the—bids 
to be in by April 8 at 9 a..m. One 
thousand tons will be required. 

The Ashton Lee company of ‘Methuen 
asked permission to use Lawrence wa- 
ter for the boilers at its plant in Me- 
thuen, the Methuen’ board 
granted permission, Mr, Lee says that 
the Methuen water seems to injure his 
boilers. The matter’ was left to the 
president and superintendent ‘of the 
board. . 

Several requests for abatement were 
referred to a committee. . 

The president and superintendent 
were instructed to find out the cost of 
installing an electri¢ light plant at the 
pumping station. ‘There is an engine 
there and some of the members are of 
the opinion that with the intfoduction 
of dynamos that the plant could be 
lighted much cheaper than at present. 

Edward L. Arundel called. the atten- 
tion of the board to the fact that the 
city supplies, water free at the state 
armory and yet has to pay an armory 
tax. “He'thought that the water used 
in the building should. be paid fon It 
was voted to charge the usual rates for 
the water used at the armory after 
April 1.

Supt. Collins was asked to request 
from Supt.

It was voted-to request the owners of

This move 
was made in the interests of collecting 
the water bills. As things are now the 
water cannot be turned off if the bill is 
not paid as persons whose bills have 
been paid receive their water through 
the same service pipe.

B STON April 1—The’ committee on 
liquor law cleared its calendar yester- 
day of all the matters which had been 
assigned to it. Everything on the list 


was-disposed-of-by-some-kind-of-a-re+-}. 


port. The two Boston local option bills, 
one providing for a local option by dis- 
tricts, and the other by wards, were 
both reported adversely in the house. 
On the latter Mr, Keith of Brockton 
dissented . 

An amendment to the abutter’s law 
and a Lill to permit licensed innholders 
to sell liquor to guest8 till midnight, 
under regulations of the licensing 
board, were reported favorably in the 
senate. 

An adverse report.was made on the 
petition to put cider in the same cate- 
gory with native wine by prohibiting 
its sale in communities which vote not 
to grant licenses for the sale of intox- 
icating liquor, except by the manufac- 
turers thereof. Messrs. Keith of 
Brockton and Badger of Quincy dis- 
sented. 

Mr. Duff of Boston secured the sub- 
stitution of.a bill to make it unlawful 
for the Boston board of health to 
make requisition on the board of police 
for assistance in-any case where there 
are candidiates for the position to be 
filled who are eligible to appoinitment 
under the civil service laws. ~ 
»* The committee on metropolitan af- 
fairs had reported leave to withdraw 
upon the petition for the legislation. 
Mr. Duff spoke at considerable length, 
saying that the state might as well re- 
peal the civil service act and the vet- 
erans’ preference act’ so far as -they 
relate-to-the city of Boston, unless the 
present condition-is changed: He said 
the board of health made requisition 
upon the board of police for patrolmen 
to serve as inspectors, and thus keep 
on the list furnished by the civil service 
commission men who have been certi- 
fied. i 

Mr. Buswell of Methuen took the 
same views of the matter and urged 
the friends of civil service and the old 
soldiers: to vote against the commit- 
tee report. 

Mr. ,Schofield of Malden, and Mr. 
Russell of Boston, both defended the 
committee report. The former cited 
the fact that the present law enabling 
the board of health to employ police 
officers was passed in 1889, and if there 
was anv: howl to be made about dis- 
crimination against the veterans, it 
ought to have been made at that‘ time. 
But the law nuw on the statute books 
had worked well according o the board 
of health and the committee saw no 
reason for changing it. 

Mr. Hayes of Lowell..said-it—was-just 
because. of--such attacks “ws this that 
the veterans’ preference act was pass- 
ed in 1895, He said he believed “an 
able-bodied veteran could do an inspec- 
tor’s work just as well as a natrolman 
of 35 or 40. 


By_a_vote of. 71..to-44-the—bill was

Carey of Haverhill, Donahue of Fall 
River and Sullivan of Boston.!: Sleeper 
of Winthrop, Hayes of Lowell and 
lt aha da of Fall River favored the 
bill. - 


Mr. Newton asked of Messrs. Vinson 
and Sleeper, both members of the com- 
mittee which reported the bill, wheth- 
er -it-did-not-establish a precedent in 
enabling two corporations to enter in- 
to a copartnership. He asked why the 
two companies. did not'-consolidate in- 
stead of seeking the special legislation 
and_ whether the. commonwealth were 
protected in the matter of taxation by 
such a bill. Not satisfied with the.re- 
Plies. he 9 ceived,..Mr:“Néwton moved 
that the matter go over, and the mo- 
tion prevailed. 


The bill to provide for the inspection 
of charitable homes by the state board 
of charity was referred to the. next 
general court. Mr. Story of Somerville 
desired to have it recommitted to the 
committee on ways and means. This 
motion was opposed by—Messrs.Dean 
of Brookline and Keenan of Boston, 


The house substituted another bill 
‘for that which was reported by the 
committee on liquor laws fixing a max- 
imum fee for liquor licenses. It came 
out in debate that the committee vot- 
ed reportt he bill fixing the maximum 
fees for all liquor Heenses at a sum 
twice the minimum already establish- 
ed by law, but through inadvertence 
the member charged with reporting the 
bill handed in the wrong document, one 
which fixed the maximum fees of only 
the first and fourth-class licenses and 
these at 1400 and $400 respectively. 


What the committee desired to do was, 


to report a bill making the maximum 
fees in those ‘two classes $2000 and 
$600 respectively, and all the other 
classes in the’same proportion. 


Mr. Quinn of Boston opposed the bill 
relative to the payment of certain as- 
sessments by cities and towns in the 
metropolitan parks district, which pro- 
vides that 30-year-bonds may be is- 
sued to pay for the first two park as- 
sessments, which were due in 1900 and 
1901, but which have been delayed in 
collection because of suits pending in 
the. supreme courts in relation to the 
levies on Brookline and Milton. 


Mr. Quinn said he wanted to see 
what Boston could do about the matter 
before he voted on it. He though the 
city would have to go the pawnbrokers 
to. get money with, which to pay for 
the extravagant and! tremendous exten- 
sions of the park system. The bill 
was put over for a week,
